Safe but not savory

After a brutal winter, spring 
weather is a welcome happtening. 
However, with warmer weather 
comes ice tmd snow break-up and 
melting, resulting in water run¬ 
off. This triggers an annual tus¬ 
sle with Mother Nature for the 
personnel at the Anthony Henday 
Water Treatment Plant. 

“The annual spring run-offhas 
started on the Red Deer River 
water source for the MVRWSC,” 
began a press release issued last 
week by the Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Water Services Commis¬ 
sion. 

“The water in the river has 
changed dramatically in the past 
week with water coloring shifting 
from a light yellow to a dark brown 
or black. The culprit in the color 
change has been the increase of 
solids in the water due to a high 
concentration of organic materi¬ 
als." 

Those who prefer tub baths 
picked up on that without prompt¬ 
ing, but the smell is what got the 
attention of those who prefer 
showers and tea-lovers and pow¬ 
dered drink preparation fans 
turned up their noses at the taste. 

Drinking water isn’tgoing over 
well anywhere in town at present, 
and Didsbury High School is no 
exception. A^r taking a drink of 
water during Phys Ed 30, a class¬ 
mate of Murphy’s said, “I thought 
I was going to die, this water 
tastes like straight bleach.” 

It may not look, taste or smell 
good, but unlike some other cen¬ 
tres serviced by alternate water 
sources who called for residents 
to boil their water at some points 
during recent run-off episodes, 
Didsbury water was always, and 
continues to be, guaranteed to be 
safe to drink. 

“The MVRWSC wants to en¬ 
sure toyou that the chlorine added 
to the water is not harmful and is 
required to meet health stand¬ 


ards” the press release contin¬ 
ued. “During the spring run-off 
the water will be continued to be 
treated to meet the public’s needs. 
The smell and taste will depend 
on the run-off and flow of the Red 
Deer River.” 

Local sales of commercial bot¬ 
tled water have skyrocketed as a 
result. 

“Bottled water sales have 
picked up dramatically. We’re 
bringing it in by the skid,” said A1 
Schneider of AG Foods. “I’d say 
we’re probably selling 20 times 
more than we normally do, easily. 
It’s just going nuts. It’s not just 
Didsbury; it’s all over southern 
Alberta. I can tell you that the 
warehouse is having trouble keep¬ 
ing up with it.” 

Rod Neufeld, operator of 
Mountain View Water Distribut¬ 
ing said short term sales have 
definitely picked up. 

“Calls started March 17, and 
the phone has been ringing off 
the hook every since,” he said. 

Current high-chlorine condi¬ 
tions are consistent in all towns 
services by the Anthony Henday 
plant (Crossfield, Carstairs, Dids¬ 
bury, Olds, Bowden and Innisfail). 

“Tes, the color, taste and clar¬ 
ity is the same all along the corri¬ 
dor,” confirmed plant manager 
John MacDonald who said the 
plant is currently receiving less 
than four calls a week from indi¬ 
viduals with questions about wa¬ 
ter quality. 

Exactly how long current con¬ 
ditions will prevail is up to Mother 
Nature. 

“The Little Red has a five-mile 
back-up of ice at the mouth,” 
MacDonald said. “The flows have 
subsided in the Little Red, Dog 
Pound and Fallen Timber. The 
Medicine River has yet to open at 
cdl, and the Raven rivers are still 
overflowing their banks. Snow 
conditions in the mountains will 
not be a factor until June. I ex-

Town seeks answers

(Hiamber members and town 
administrative staff share a com¬ 
mon desire that upcoming round¬ 
table discussions will yield an¬ 
swers to issues both groups are 
grappling with. 

The Municipal Government 
Act [which came into effect on 
January 1, 1995] allows munici¬ 
palities to collect overdue busi¬ 
ness licenses as taxes owing, some¬ 
thing administration would pre¬ 
fer not to implement. 

“We have a dilemma here,” 
Planning/Development officer 
Robert Wigg said. “The people 
who make these kinds of deci¬ 
sions should be people from the 


business, commercial and indus¬ 
trial community. A lot of people 
have expressed concern about 
business license policy. We un¬ 
derstand that, but ultimately, we 
have $15,(X)0 of revenue to re¬ 
place.” 

“Remember, we don’t have a 
business tax,” CA.O. Evan Par¬ 
liament interjected. “A business 
license is not a tax. There is a 
residential tax, a commercial tax, 
and a business tax, which we don’t 
have in this town. The commer¬ 
cial tax pays for the school board 
foundation fund, while a busi¬ 
ness tax would go toward munici¬ 
pal purposes.” 

Parliament said direction rec¬ 


ommended by the chamber in the 
aftermath of the round-table proc¬ 
ess wiU provide town administra¬ 
tion with valuable input. 

(Chamber secretary Ethel 
Newsome reminds round table 
participants that RSVP’s are re¬ 
quired by April 13; call 335-3253). 

“'They can come back to the 
town and say, we believe the fol¬ 
lowing should be applied and 
that’s the goal,” Parliament said. 
“This round-table [conference] is 
more than just people getting to¬ 
gether to discuss six questions; 
it’s an ongoing process, it’s a jour¬ 


ney. Round-table participents wiU 
look at this and make recommenda- 
tiras to town council. The chamba* 
is buaineBB driven and so are these 
licenses. 'They would decide [issues 
bke]; This is what we as a chamber 
think you should be dinng with de¬ 
linquent accounts’.” 

At least one new approach is 
currently in the process of being 
implemented by town adminis¬ 
tration. Business licenses for 1996 
will be sent out shortly on a sort 
of ‘honor system’ basis. Instead 
of mailing out invoices followed 
by manual preparation of licenses 


for individual businesses, admin¬ 
istration will be issuingthem prior 
to payment. 

“Fifty or 60 have already been 
paid for,” Wigg said. “The rates 
have not changed; it’s simply a 
new way of issuing licenses.”

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Urban Crime Watch wants you

Didsbury’s Urban Crime 
Watch Society could use a help¬ 
ing hand to carry out their man¬ 
date of making Didsbury a safer 
place to live and run a business. 

While several items from the 
agenda generated discussion, 
membership and manpower 
needs currently top the list as the 
most significant issue for the 
group. 

RCMP liaison Cst. Steve 
Woolnough said their effective¬ 
ness, while difficult to measure in 
with statistical accuracy, was nev¬ 
ertheless an obvious deterrent to 
criminal activity. 

“I don’t know how many ac¬ 
tual crimes you may have pre¬ 
vented,” he said, “But you’ve 
scared off [potential perpetrators 
of] break and enters and vandal¬ 
ism. From what I can tell, vandal¬ 
ism and theft are down.” 

Woolnough extended an invi¬ 
tation for members to take part 
in the RCMP ride-a-long program, 
explaining what was involved. 

“Just bring along a quarter,” 
he said with a smile, “In case you 
need to call for a ride.” 


That comment triggered a 
discussion on the crime watch 
cell phone, now funded by do¬ 
nations made to coin/change re¬ 
ceptacles located in businesses 
throughout town. Communica¬ 
tion between RCMP and urban 
crime watch personnel was 
deemed excellent, but 
Woolnough said he would in¬ 
quire about additional means 
of keeping both factions ap¬ 
prised of activity and informa¬ 
tion that could jointly enhance 
both parties’ effectiveness. 

It was noted that even though 
the Carstairs Crime Watch group 
had recently lost several mem¬ 
bers, their membership remained 
above 40. 

“If a small town like Carstairs 
can [attractl 45 members, we 
should be able to get at least that 
many,” Brenda Fleming said. 

“It would be nice if the people 
in the Chamber of Commerce 
would donate one night a month,” 
Bill Flemingsuggested. “It’s their 
business, their insurance.” 

“It wouldn’t have to be the 
business owners themselves,” 
Brenda Fleming added. “It could 


be their employees, their spouses, 
their grandmother-” 

At which point Marge St Clair 
interjected with a smile: “Now 
hold on a minute.” 

Several suggestions for possi¬ 


ble fund-raisers were discussed 
as the meeting drew to a close, 
with a family theme at the fore. 

“Attract the kids and you’ll 
bring the parents i n,” Woolnough 
said.

He offered a tip to improve the 
taste:

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Town takes a fresh look at 
home husiness policies

The by-law governing home 
business policy is not new; how¬ 
ever, administration is taking a 
new look at impartial adminis¬ 
tration of existing legislation. 

The standard business license 
covering operation of a business 
in a commercial or industrial zone 
inside Didsbury town limits is 
$50, while the standard fee for a 
home-based business license in a 
residential area is $100. At first 
glance this may appear to be an 
unfair burden to the home-based 
business owner. However, it must 
be taken into account that busi¬ 
ness owners in commercial/indus- 
triad sectors are assessed higher 
commercial taxes than are allot¬ 
ted to residential owners. 

Planning/Development officer 
Robert Wigg said that in the two 
years he’s been with the town, 
“essentially we have refused no 
home (Kcupation permits that I’m 
aware of We may have provided 
some limitations or conditions in 
order to ensure that things like 
parking, noise or dust- those kinds 
of things- do not affect residen¬ 
tial use. That’s our job, we have a 
duty that those types of things 
don’t affect residential use. Peo¬ 
ple may say, ‘We never had to do 


that in the past’, but we’re trying 
harder to do things right.” 

Wigg said he would be happy 
to discuss any problems or ques¬ 
tions raised by operators of home- 
based businesses. 

The section of the applicable 
by-law covering bome-based busi¬ 
ness is as follows; 

Home occupations shall com¬ 
ply with the following: 

(a) A home occupation shall 
not include any use or operation 
which detracts from the ameni¬ 
ties of a residential neighbour¬ 
hood, by way of creating danger¬ 
ous or objectionable conditions, 
(b) A home occupation shall be 
incidental and subordinate to 
both the residential use and the 


accessory residential building, (c) 
There shall be no exterior signage, 
display or advertising other than 
a profe.ssionally prepared busi¬ 
ness identification plaque or sign 
having maximum dimensions of 
61 by 61 cm (24 by 24 inches) 
being located within a window or, 
at the discretion of the Municipal 
Planning Commission, on the 
building or other suitable loca¬ 
tion on the site, (d) There shall be 
no outside storage of materials, 
commodities or finished products, 
(e) No commodity other than the 
product or service of the home 
occupation shall be sold on the 
premises. (0 No person other than 
a resident of the dwelling shall be 
employed.

Resiliency, the ability to main¬ 
tain health and competence in 
the face of significant adversity 
or risk. This is a concept that is 
receiving increased attention 
from those who work in the hu¬ 
man services field. The rising 
popularity of this concept, re¬ 
flected in academic texts as well 
as popular psychology literature, 
attests to the shift in orientation 
taking place in the health sector 
more generally. 

Traditionally much of the fo¬ 
cus on the health and human serv¬ 
ice field has been on identifying 
and diagnosing disfunction or 
pathology, while the recent trend 
towards health promotion in¬ 
volves a focus on strengthening 
the existing capacities of individu¬ 
als, families and communities. 
Teaching parents and other child 
care providers about resiliency 
and providing them with infor¬ 
mation about the contextual con¬ 
ditions that appear to promote 
resilience in children, has, his¬ 
torically, been an underdeveloped 
strategy for improving child well¬ 
being. 

One of the unique initiatives 
in the area is the Child Well-be¬ 
ing Working Group. This group 
of representatives from a variety 
of organizations committed to 
promoting child well-being and 
safety in Alberta was established 
in the fall of 1994. The committee 
works to disseminate information 
on resiliency with the belief that 
the way adults interact with chil- 


erwise. Information about events, 
weather, products, services, op¬ 
portunities and trends can flow 
into our homes and businesses as 
conveniently as hot and cold wa¬ 
ter. 

We are being encouraged to 
connect, or get on line with the 
Internet, the world’s “informa¬ 
tion highway”. One day soon we 
all will, just like we did with TV, 


dren can be positively influenced 
to help children thrive and de¬ 
velop to their full potential. 

We know that despite our best 
efforts to protect them, children 
can never be completely shielded 
from experiencing stressful life 
events, whether it is the death of 
a parent, being victims of abuse, 
or living in extreme poverty. We 
also know that many of these 
negative events can create a vul¬ 
nerability in children, leaving 
them at risk for developing emo¬ 
tional and behavioral difficulties 
later on in life, including learning 
difficulties, substance abuse prob¬ 
lems, depression and conflict with 
the law. 

We also know but have tended 
to highlight less often, is that 
there are also children who have 
grown up in such adverse condi¬ 
tions and have gone on to demon¬ 
strate competence, in spite of 
these negative events. These are 
children whom we would charac¬ 
terize as resilient. 

One of the ways in which re¬ 
searchers have studied resiliency 
among children has been to iden¬ 
tify and follow those children who 
have maintained competence de¬ 
spite growingup in high risk situ¬ 
ations, such as neglect and abuse, 
physical handicaps, war and pa¬ 
rental mental illness. Traits that 
have been identified as charac¬ 
terizing resilient youth include: 

- easy temperament 

- sense of personal responsibil¬ 
ity and autonomy 

- creative problem-solving

But what specific information 
and how much information can 
we realistically digest and actu¬ 
ally use? 

We must have information on 
regional, national and global is¬ 
sues and trends if we are to un¬ 
derstand tbe world we live in and 
the world that our children will 
know.

- ability to tolerate frustration 
and manage emotions 

- feeling of pa/rsonal control 
over ones life and circumstances 

- an optimistic outlook

One of the most important 
findings from the research on re¬ 
siliency is that a negative or stress¬ 
ful event experienced in child¬ 
hood need not always be a pre¬ 
scription for troubled behaviour 
or diminished self esteem later 
on in life. Even more significant 
in the long run may be the inter¬ 
pretation and management of the 
stressful event by the child and 
those closest to the child. 


But information on issues and 
events that affect the area and 
community in which I live is vital 
to the choices and decisions we 
make each day. 

Are you connected to a source 
of local information. 

You wouldn’t look to TV, dai¬ 
lies, or the newest and biggest 
Internet highway to satisfy that 
need. Even the local freebies 
cannot deliver all the local news 
and information that you need.

The question asked most fre¬ 
quently is "How do you know the 
government is committed to a 
community based process and 
won't do exactly what they want 
in the end?" 

Nothing is absolute but there 
are indications that the govern¬ 
ment is committed to the rede¬ 
sign of services for children and 
families. 

Across Alberta, steering com¬ 
mittees received a letter signed 
by the ministers of the five par¬ 
ticipating departments stating 
their commitment to the process. 
Furthermore, the Deputy Minis¬ 
ters have instructed their depart¬ 
ments to become involved and 
lend their support to the redesign 
of services. In addition to govern¬ 


ment commitment, community 
people, government personnel 
and service providers are work¬ 
ing together on committees to 
create standards requirements, 
develop a funding mechanism, 
and plan technical supports for 
the transition to, and implemen¬ 
tation of, the Regional Authority 
phases of the redesign process. 

"How much time will it take if 
I become involved in a working 
group?" is another often asked 
question. 

To develop a plan to submit to 
the steering committee requires 
about 6-10 two-hour working 
group sessions. Some communi¬ 
ties have elected to meet once a 
month and take their time, while 
other working groups meet once 
a week and develop a plan much 


Where does tt end? 

Dear Editor: 

Will Ralph Goodale Stop At 
Nothing To Keep The Wheat 
Board Control? All 39 farmers 
summoned to court in Virden had 
been told by customs and the 
RCMP that if they removed their 
trucks from customs control they 
would be charged with "Theft over 
$5000". This is an indictable 
offense, giving each farmer a 
chance to tell his or her story to a 
jury of their peers. This meant 
that Western Canadian citizens 
would be involved in the process, 
not just government lawyers in 
government courts. In a surpris¬ 
ing and treacherous move, the 
farmers found out in the court 
room that the theft charges were 
'stayed' or dropped and they would 
be charged with a mere summary 
offense: "Ruling to provide their 
trucks to a customs officer". This 
charge is absurd since each farmer 
has a 'seizure receipt' from Canada 
Customs sayingthat customs had 


admitted taking possession be¬ 
fore the trucks were re-obtained 
by the farmers. This was all done 
in a peaceful, orderly way and the 
only possible offense available to 
the crown is the theft charge and 
thus the jury trieds. The farmers 
don't believe that the seizures are 
lawful and this is all just intimi¬ 
dation. This kind of lunacy on the 
part of the Chretien government 
is eroding respect for the justice 
system. That is too dear a price to 
pay just to keep control of farm¬ 
ers' own grain. A free country 
must have a justice system wor¬ 
thy of respect. These tactics show 
that they are deathly afraid of 
exposing their scheme and hav¬ 
ing to explain it to a jury of Ctuia- 
dian citizens. They know they will 
not be able to convince them to 
incriminate and incarcerate their 
neighbors for only doing a nor¬ 
mal activity of commerce, which 
is a right in almost every country 
in the world governed by the rule 


more quickly. Each working 
group is free to devise their own 
working plan within a flexible 
time frame.

Another question that is raised 
is "What will a Regional Author¬ 
ity look like and how will services 
be delivered?"

On the bright side, if all they 
have is these make-believe cus¬ 
toms charges, maybe we have dual 
marketing already. After all, 
farmers exported grain, paid no 
fines, came home with their trucks 
and all they got was a worthless 
piece of paper from customs. 
There was an air of celebration in 
the Virden Hotel afterwards. If 
we haven't already won, it's just a 
matter of time.

Busy Beavers? 


I Excerpts taken from the Big 
Hill Country History Binik 1977) 

When the second world war 
broke out on Sept. 2,1939, a group 
of ladies living in and around 
Bottrell formed a group to decide 
how to help the men overseas and 
the people of their community. It 
was decided they would join the 
Canadian Red Cro.ss Society, sew¬ 
ing and knitting items requested 
by the society, and .sendingChrist- 
mas packed parcels to the boys 
overseas. After the war, the la¬ 
dies of the district decided to form 
a club in order to do as they saw 
fit to help those around them, 
remembering that times were still 
difficult for many, even at home. 
Thus the Bottrell Busy Beavers 
club was formed. Donations at 
that time included the Red Cross, 
Salvation Army and the Institute 
for the blind. 

In the early years, meetings 
were held in the old hall, but in 
1966, plans were made to erect a 
new hall at the Dogpound stam- 
fjede grounds, as a Centennial 
project. It is a credit to the mem¬ 
bers’ determination and hard 
work that money was raised for 
the building. 

Today things are not unlike 
they were many years ago, the 
exception being many ladies have 


come and gone from the club. 
Sadly, the community does not 
pull together as it once did, and 
memberships are few. Families 
seem much busier now with their 
children and business and we 
sometimes forget to remember 
our community as a whole. This 
year will be the ninetieth year of 
the oldest consecutively-run ro¬ 
deo in Alberta (1906-1996). The 
rodeo is always run the first 
Wednesday after the Calgary 
Stampede, and the Bottrel Busy 
Beavers will have some special 
plans for this event, as we are 56 
years old this year. The club will 
provide dinner all day, with fresh 
potato salad, ham and our fa¬ 
mous homemade pies. This event 
would not be possible without the 
ladies of the entire community, 
as they help to provide pies, and 
help in many ways. 

There are presently seven 
members of the club: Dorothy 
Shand, Betty Butler, Joyce 
Grainger, Jo Winter, Pat Buck¬ 
ler, Isobel F'enton and Joanne 
Fenton. 

It is a true credit to the volun¬ 
teer time and dedication to the 
community and outside it to have 
donated thousands of dollars pro¬ 
vided by the Bottrell Busy Bea¬ 
vers.

Red Cross Anpreclatlon Day 



There are several explanations for the origin of April Fool's 
but the one with the most convincing historical evidence seems 
to have the original April Fool's Day in France and in 1564. 
Before that, New Year's Day wais celebrated on March 25, which 
was the Advent of Spring. The celebrations went on for a week 
and finished with a big dinner and a party on April 1. Beginning 
in 1564 under tbe reign of King Charles IX, France adopted tbe 
more accurate Gregorian calendar and New Year's Day was 
moved back to January 1. Some French citizens resisted this 
change and some, I suppose, just forgot about it. These people 
continued to party and exchange gifts during the week ending 
April 1 and eventually, their more "up to date" friends began to 
ridicule their old-fashioned ways by sending them silly gifts and 
invitations to nonexistent parties. 

By the time everyone had become used to tbe new, "New 
Year's Day" they were ^llso attached to the tradition of a day for 
silly jokes and so April Fool's Day remained. It took about 200 
years for April Fool's Day to reach England and from there it 
came to North America. 

When our kids were small April Fool's was a time to be 
reckoned with and from morning'til night nobody knew what to 
expect from anyone else. Fortunately the kids were not very 
good at deception and Ralph and I sometimes pretended to be 
taken in even when the sparkling eyes and suppressed grins 
tipped us off. "Daddy, Daddy the bull is in the garden." "Mommy 
come see there are 16 robins on the road." "John fell in the creek 
and is covered in mud." "Be careful when you open my lunch kit, 
there's a frog in it." 

I once played a rather elaborate April Fool's joke on a deeu" 
friend. It was not an original idea and I needed the help of 
several members of my family. You begin by dialing the victims 
number and saying, "Hi, is Charlie Winters there?" "No", says the 
victim, "you must have the wrong number." A few minutes later 
someone else calls and says, "Hello, can I speak to Charlie 
Winters please?" "No" says the victim, (a bit peevishly this time,) 
"you have the wrong number." This goes on until you run out of 
callers or the person whom you are calling has a stroke, which¬ 
ever comes first, and then you have a male voice that you have 
kept in reserve call and say, "Hi, this is Charlie Winters, have 
there been any calls for me?" 

Our friend Louis loved April Fool's and could be counted on 
to enliven the day somehow. "I hope you weren't planning on 
going to town," he'd say, "because the bridge is washed out on the 
creek and the whole flat is under water near Robertson's," or 
"Did you hear about your neighbor to the east who won a lottery 
and is giving his farm to a nudist camp and moving to Nevada?" 
I don't remember where I got the idea for the big joke on Louis 
but once again 1 had to have help. He would have recognized my 
voice so I solicited the help of a neighbor. We had party lines then 
so 1 listened while she worked from my script. "Ms. Hildebrandt" 
she said, in a very cheery and businesslike voice, "will you please 
tell Louis that it's ready and he can pick it up right away." 
"Ready?" said Mrs. Hildebrandt, "what's ready?" The caller 
pretended not to hear. "Yes, it's ready now and he can get it 
anytime but the sooner the better. Bye now, you have a good 
day." And she hung up. 

About a week later Louis told us about a problem that was 
driving him crazy. "Someone had called and said that "it" was 
ready and he had no idea what "it" was. For a while he thought 
maybe they had taken the hedge clippers in for repair but then 
he found them in the garage. Nobody had taken anything to the 
jewelers and all watches and clocks were accounted for. It 
couldn't possibly be anything at the vet's they wouldn't forget a 
live animal.

The Way of LI

The great celebration of Good 
Friday and Easter is the heart 
and core, not only of the Chris¬ 
tian year, but of Christian belief 
For any Christian denomination, 
with guidelines or rules of mem¬ 
bership, and that is likely most of 
them; every member who is 
healthy and well and not engaged 
on urgent business is required to 
share with others in the Chris¬ 
tian community as t he events sur¬ 
rounding the crucifixion of Jesus, 
and His resurrection from the 
dead, are recalled and celebrated. 

Christians share in these 
events and services together be¬ 


cause the very word “Christian” 
implies community. Except where 
isolated by age or illness, it is a 
contradiction for some people to 
say “I am a solitary Christian 
who never goes to church.” The 
person may embrace many Chris¬ 
tian standards and beliefs, but 
participation requires activity, 
and activity within Christianity 
includes sharing in worship serv¬ 
ices with others who wish to wor¬ 
ship God in this way and cel¬ 
ebrate the new life that Jesus 
gave to the world. 

What exactly are the two es¬ 
sential elements of the Easter 
season that are so vital?

Simmental 
breeders bull sale

To celebrate their 10th annual 
sale, the Progressive Breeders 
held a draw for a fullblood 
Simmental heifer that they had 
bought from the Hislop herd at 
Sundre. All buyers' names from 
the 10 previous years were en¬ 
tered but, in order to become the 
owner, had to be in attendance to 
win. Dick Sawatzky of Didsbury 
was the lucky winner. 

March 9, 1996 saw the culmi¬ 
nation of another very successful 
bull test for the Progressive 
Simmental Breeders with their 
10th Annual Bull Sale in Olds, 
AB. The pen of 48 bulls, con¬ 


signed by 12 breeders from 
throughout the province, were 
tested at Cattleland Feedyards, 
Strathmore, AB. After 123 days 
on test, the pen's average daily 
gain was 3.09 lbs., a marked de¬ 
crease from previous years due to 
the extremely cold winter. After a 
thorough culling procedure, 
which included the use of linear 
measurements on the bulls, the 
top bulls made the trip to the 
Olds Auction Mart for the sale. 
The most often heard comment 
was that, as a group, this was a 
very even set of bulls, especially 
so, considering they came from so 
many different breeders.

Russell had re¬ 
turned late to our 
camp in Dinosaur 
Provincial Park. As 
the description of 
the find tumbled 
from the sweat- 
streaked, dust 
fringed 
paleontologist, I 
wrestled with my 
growing enthusi¬ 
asm. A dinosaur 
egg would be a tre¬ 
mendous find - but 
I had been disap¬ 
pointed before. 

The next day 
saw most of our 
crew trailing the 
still enthusiastic 
Russell through 
the long early 
morning shadows 
of the Steveville 
badlands. He 
quickly led us to the 
specimen by the 
shortest, if not the safest, route. 

Sure enough, there was an 
oblong shap>e in the sandstone, 
looking for all the world like an 
egg that had been half destroyed 
by erosion. The centre was a rock- 
filled hollow, and the shell around 
it was only 1.2 mm thick. It was

seemingly never- 
ending column of 
bone extending 
into the ground! 

I quickly recov¬ 
ered from the dis¬ 
appointment of the 
moment that we re¬ 
alized the fossil was 
not an egg. This 
fossil was very 
strange indeed. My 
curiosity grew as 
we carefully ex- 
po.sed the length of 
the bone a millime¬ 
tre at a time. 

When the work 
was finally done, we 
had uncovered a hol¬ 
low bone nearly half 
a metre long. The 
bone wrapped 
around the hollow 
was no thicker than 
acredit card. The fos¬ 
sil made me think of 
the long paper tube 
at the centre of a 
large roll of Christ¬ 
mas WTEip. 

The bone could only be from 
an immense pterosaur. 

That such a fragile bone had 
not been crushed flat or destroyed 
during 75 million years in the 
ground seemed like a minor mira¬ 
cle. But the excellent preserva¬ 
tion of fossils in Dinosaur Park is 


one of the reasons that the area 
has become so famous. 

Dr. Russell and I later pub¬ 
lished a scientific paper describ¬ 
ing the specimen. We identified it 
as a bone of the giant pterosaur 
Quetzalcoatius. The largest 
known flying animal (and one 
with one of the longest, tongue- 


twisting names), Quetzalcoatius 
had only been discovered a few 
years earlier in Texas. 

We were thrilled to have found 
a piece of what seemed to be a 
fantastically exotic creature. The 
bone was from an animal with a 
wingspan of more than 12 me¬ 
tres!_ 


Since that discovery, staff of 
the Royal Tyrrell Museum have 
recovered a couple of pterosaur 
bones every year from Dinosaur 
Park. The haul may not seem like 
much, but pterosaur bones are 
more fragile than bird bones. It is 
surprising that any got fossilized 
and I prize every find.
